In Address Before College 


Graduates, Executive Pre- 
. dicts Great Reform.

ADA, O., June 3.—President Taft in 
an address to the graduating class of 
the Ohio Northern University here to- 
day gave a world of advice to the 
young men and women and discussed 
at some length the opportunities and 
limits of the various professions and 
business pursuits. 

The law, the ministry, medicine, 
teaching, journalism, farming and 
modern industrial conditions all came 
in for treatment in Mr. Taft’s re- 
marks. 

In discussing journalism the Presi- 
dent denounced “muckraking’”’ and 
expressed the belief that that phase 
of newspaper aotivity sdon would 
‘be a thing of the past. He praised 
Theodore Roosevelt's crusade against 
nmuckrakers in this connection. 

Belittles Newspaper Influence. 

In his address Taft said, in part: 

“Of the profession of journalism there 
is much to say. The increase in this in- 


/itelligence and discrimination of the peo- 


ple has in one way largely modified the 
power of the press. The editorial writ- 
ers have by no means such influence 
upon the people as they had in days

make more allowance now for the bias 
of the paper than they ever aid before. 
The reputation of a paper fer accuracy 
and veracity is generally as well known 
as the reputation of a member ef the 
community. There are some newspa- 
pers that seek to effect their purposes 
and control opinion by an attempted 
misrepresentation or suppression of the 
facts ip’ respect to matters attracting 
public attention. But in the end, they 
do not prevail. s 

“The business of furnishing news to e 
people ig Mke the business of furnishing 
them entertainment from the stage. An 
coutelder is wnable to understand the 
currents of the mind of the reading 
public except as he may etudy the col- 
umne, the subjects and the methods of 
treating them that he finds in the mod- 
ern successful newspaper. Few news- 
paper praprietors have #uch patronage 
as to enable them to make their news- 
paper that which they think a news- 
paper ought to be; and they are obliged 
in thetr papers to consult that which 
they regard as the public taste and the 
publie desire. 

“While the editor oceuptes the position 
of an tmstructor of public taste and 
ought to air the function as such with 
more constancy and courage than he 
usually does, the limitations that there 
are upon him by reason of the public 
demand those of us who would criticise 
the press hardly appreciate.” 

Approves “Muck-Raker” Term. 
Certainly journalism ifs a profession 
in which men of discriminating intelli- 
genee, of high courage, of accurate judg- 
ment, of a love of truth and real pat- 
riotism can find a sphere of usefulness 
unexcelled in any other and such men 
are needed; for if the standards set by 
some of the most successful newspapers 
in lack of truth, in coarseness and un- 
fairness of criticism, shall not improve 
in the next generation, it will vindicate 


the pessimists of today.

As Newton concluded his oration, the 
spectators In the packed courtreom rose 
almost as one person to stare at Mrs. 
Doxey. She bore their scrutiny un- 
moved, and looked on listless as two 
deputy sheriffs were sworn to guard the 
jury during its deliberations, and led the 
members to their chamber, off the 
courtroom at the rear. 

The jury remained in its room only a 
few minutes, until the courtroom could 
be cleared. It then went to the Moser 
Hotel for lunch, before beginning its 
balloting. 

In’ considering the case, the jury 
must disregard that part of the indict- 
ment referring to cacodylate of soda. 
This is the rare arsenical compound 
which, it is charged, was purchased 
by Dr. L. B. Doxey and sent to his 
wife to use in killing Erder. Strik- 
ing it out of the case was regarded 
as a severe blow at the prosecution. 
Judge Grimm told the jury to con- 
sider only those counts of the indict- 
ment which mention arsenic, without 
specifying in what form it was used. 
The State was thus heft without proof 
that Mrs. Doxey received arsenic or 
that she administered if. 

After the instruction were read at 9 
a. m. there was four hors of 
haranguing the jury, divided eqnmally be- 
tween the lawyers for the two sides. 

Assistant Ciroult Attorney Ross- 
kopf, E. A. Noonan* and Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Newton spoke for 
the State, in order named. Noonan 
was retained by Miss Kate Erder, 
sister of the dead man, during her in- 
vestigation, which led to the arrest 
of the Doxeys. 

Between the speeches of Noonan and 
Newton both Mrs. Doxey’s lawyers 
were heard, former Judge C. Orriek 
Bishop in a learned and calm discussion 
of the evidence and the law in the case, 
and former lAeutenant-Governor Charles 
P. Johnson in an eloquent plea, wherein 
he dwelt on the evil effects of mor- 
phine, the frailties it produces in its 


The indictment against the Doxeys, 


modeled after the famous Mol!ineaux in- 
dictment, contained five counts. The 


with arsenic, the second that arsenic 
caused a malady from which he died. 

The third count averred that cacody- 
late of seda killed Erder, the fourth 
that this drug set up a malady from 
which he died. 

The fifth count was general and said 
Pirder died from some poison unknowh 
to the grand jury. 

Judge Grimm strikes out all but the 
first two counts from the consideration 
of the jury. 

As to the use of morvhine, Judge 
Grimm instructed the jury that ff it or 
any other intoxicating drug or liquor 
were found to have been taken delib- 
erately by the defendant, then it 
should not be considered as paillating 
or extenuating any wrongful act while 
under its influence. This instruction 
favors the State, but Mra. Doxey’s law- 
yers will contend that she did not take 
the morphine deliberately, and there 
fore is not to be held accountable for 
her acts while under its influence. 

The counts of the Indictment refer-" 
ring to the presumed innocence of the 
Gefendant, the fact that the indictment

Mrs. Doxey’s sisters, 
in tears while Assistant Attor®y 
Rosskopf declared that Mrs. Doxey’s 
life was a tissue of lies after she 


entered the conspiracy to kill Erder, 
and brought out strongly the chain 
of circumstance on which the prose- 
cution relies to establish its charge: 

But Mrs. Doxey sat with folded arms 
behind her lawyers, unmoved by the 
arraignment. 

“This woman’s whole lifetime, from 
the moment she and her husband en- 
tered on the plot to murder William 
J. Erder, has been nothing but lies, 
lies; lies,” Roskopf declared, “and 
every lie was deliberately conceived 
with a view to winning undeserved 
sympathy or gaining money.” 

Points to Poison Proof. 

“The evidence proves that William J. 
FErder died, that the embalming fluid 
used on the body contained no arsenic, 
that the lining of the casket and the 
earth in his grave contained no arsenic, 
that the post-mortem showed no cause 
for natural death, and that by chemical 
analysis a large amount of arsenic was 
found in his organs. Expert witnesses 
have told you that his symptoms show 
he died of arsenical poisoning. 

fioes to Meet Dr. Doxey. 

“Then Mrs. Doxey left, April 14, and 
Said she was going to Des Moines to 
Settle the estate of her dead husband. 
She said she was sacrificing an annuity 
of $600 from that $10,000 estate to marry 
Erder, the $100 a month postoffice clerk. 

‘“‘Where do we see her next? Not in 
Des Moines, but in Columbus, looking 
for Doxey. She knows money can be 
made in St. Louis, and she needs his 
assistance. His scientific knowledge 
will be a help to her. 

“And in Columbus we see her, before 
she married Erder, in conversation with 
Attorney C. H. Miller, telling of a 
cousin, W. J. Erder, a Postoffice clerk, 
who is beneficiary under some life in- 
surance policies, and who thinks go 
much of her he is going to make them 
over to her. Yet she told you on the 
stand that she knew nothing of Erder’s 
insurance until after she began living 
with him.” 

Rosskopf then told how Mrs. Doxey 
returned to St. Louis and married Erder 
three days later, giving her name at 
Clayton as Dora E. Dodge. He em- 
phasized her testimony that she didn't 
remember going to Clayton, and asked 
the jury, each ‘member of which is 
married, if there were any man or 
woman who could forget a marriage 
day. He told of Miss Kate Erder’s 
testimony that Mrs, Doxey exhibited the 
marriag> certificate to her, and of the 
copy of the certificate on exhibition in 
the case. 

Attacks Marriage Denial. 

Erder was 35 years old and an inte!- 
ligent man of good habits, Rosskopf 
reminded the jury. Could such a man 
ask his sister to share her room. anJ 
his ‘‘good old German mother” to sit 
at the table, with a woman who was 
only his cofteubine? he asked. If Mrs. 
Doxey's story were true, Erder would 
have met her clandestinely, Rosskopf 
averred. 

Again Mrs. Doxey left St. Louis, and 
again said she had business to attend to 
in connection with “that mythical es- 
tate.’ Rosskopf reminded the jury that 
at this time, after her husband had cast 
her off, according to her story, she 
lived with him at the Meridian Hotel, 
in Columbus, and was introduced as his 
wife. She told many persons in Colum- 
bus she had an estate to settle in St. 
Léuls. 

“And so she had,"’ said Rosskopf, “put 
only she knew that Will Erder had so 
short a while te live. At that moment 
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he was in good health and was daily at 
work.”’

There was the letter of May 24—while 
she was living with Erder—in which she 
begged for a loan of $10 and asked tliat 
the money be. sent to “Loren.” An- 
other of June 8 was written from Co- 
lumbus, and in it Mrs. Doxey cautioned 
Miller not to answer if anybody in St. 
Louis asked about her. “If her state- 
ment that Erder knew about Doxey were 
true, would she have been so cautious?’’ 
Rosskopf asked. 

“That man I told you about: in St. 
Louis is almost dead,’’ Mrs. Doxey 
wrote to the lawyer, June 14—nearly a 
month before Erder died. And “I must 
fix up those insurance papers,’ she 
added. In the same letter she said 
she expected to get at least $2500 from 
the insurance. The insurance on Er- 
der’s life was $2700, Rosskopf pointed 
out, 

These letters showed a deliberate 
purpose in designing the crime 
against Erder, Rosskopf declared. He 
told how Mrs. Doxey came back to 
St. Louis, how Erder became ill, and 
how she collected the insurance. All 
this time, he pointed out, she was 
getting daily letters from Dr. Doxey. 
The fact that, on the witness stand, 
she recalled minute details of her 
life since 1906 showed her mind was 
clear, and @as not affected by mor- 
phine, Rosskopf said. 


Declares Mind Was Clear. 
“Don’t you believe her mind was 


clear when the black angel of death 
was hovering over that little Wyom- 
ing street flat Erder had fitted up 
for his bride?” he demanded. 


Noonan Speaks for Prosecution. 
Edward A. Noonan Jr., attorney for 


the Erder family, assisting the prose- 
cution, emphasized in his speech to 
the jury the wrong done to the 
mother and sister, and praised the 
character of William J. Erder, while 
declaring that Mrs. Doxey had placed 
a stain on womanhood which the 
prayers of a generation of good wom- 
en would not remove. He said he 
had been unable to find an instance 
in crime annals where a woman had 
poisoned so young a man.

m., said the question was not one of 
womanhood, as Noonan had suggested, 
but of guilt or innocence in a particular 
case. He warned the jury against con- 
sidering expert testimony infallible, and 
adjured them, if not convinced -beyond 
a reasonable doubt, to say so. 

“The viscera were examined,” said 
Bishop. “The arsenic said to have 
been found was less than one-third of 
a grain. It has been testified here 
that the least fatal dose ig two grains. 
You must guess, the State tells you, 
that the rest of the fatal dose, of 
which they have shown only one- 
sixth, was in other parts of.the body 
than the 10 organs examined. What 
are the other parts of the body? 
Principally bones. 

“The experts could not explain, 
when asked to do so, their reason 
for concluding that the rest of the 
poison was there. Nothing in sci- 
ence is certain. Things ‘settled’ five 
years ago are pooh-hooed today. 

Johnson Grows Eloquent. 

Gov. Johnson began speaking to the 
jury in a low voice. There was emo- 
tion and suppressed eloquence behind 
every word. He looked each juror, in 
turn, in, the eye, pointed his finger at 
them and reminded them that they were 
personally responsible for the enforce- 
ment of the law in this particular case 

He then stated that the case was 
bottomed on circumstantial evfdence 
alone, and read tothe jury the Court’® 
instruction on this subject. He 
called attention to the fact that mur- 
der in the first degree must be pre- 
medftated, and that unless it could 
be shown that there was a conspir- 
-acy between Mrs. Doxey and Dr. 
Doxey to murder Erder the State’s 
case must fail. 

“But there are certain facts in con- 
nection with the use of morphine by 
this defendant that are entitled to your 
consideration. No man or woman can 
take morphine habitually for as long a 
period of time as was shown that this 
defendant was addicted to its use with- 
out being afflicted with numerous phan- 
tasies. ' 

“The use of morphine was the cause 
of trouble between Mrs, Doxey and Dr. 
Doxey. Such facts are revealed here in 
the testimony of her aged and honor- 
able father, who remonstrated with her 
and Dr. Doxey on account of her use 
of it. Its use is also revealed in the 
testimony of her sister. 

“Her father and her sister tried to 
prevail upon her to quit using it 
It is revealed here that Mrs. Doxey 
herself used every atom of her 
strength to fight against the insidi- 
influence of the drug, but you 
all know how utterly impossible it 
ie to check the craving of the hu- 
man system for morphine. 

“All. this defendant’s troubles in St. 
Louls came out of her disagreement 
with Doxey. Has it been shown here 
that Mrs. Doxey conspired to kill Er- 
der? No. 

“There is no evidence of that. You 
find from the testimony of Miller that 
she was having trouble with Doxey; 
that she had separated from him. That 
is her own statement and it is corrobor- 
ated by Miller. She was left by Doxey 
without means or opportunity of sup- 
port, and she turned to Erder for help. 

“Here is a woman leaning first (9 
Doxey and then to Erder. She was 
turned out by Doxey to shift for herself 
and having been on unfriendly terms 
with him is it reasonable to suppose 
that she had formed a conspiracy with 
him to kill Erder? Her letters are only 
the vagaries of a morphine-torture.l 
mind.

‘fake the letters and conditions at 
that time,” he said, earnestly. ‘Mrs. 
Doxey thinks she ought to have a recon- 
ciliation. She wants to help Dr. Doxey. 
He has an estate, and she has an in- 
terest in it. She loved him, and wanted 
to assist him. 

“There: is no reason to assume that 
her efforts to help Doxey show that 
this poor, morphine-ridden creature is 
guilty. Do you mean to tell me that 
Erder didn’t know she was the wife of 
Doxey? We know Erder was in love 
with her; he had her picture and 
showed it to his family. We Know they 
corresponded, because Erder met her 
twice at the Union Station. .The undis- 
puted fact is that she came here at Er- 
der’s invitation.”’ 

Attorney Johnson, with tears in his 
eyes, pictured Mrs. Doxey as “the 
buffet of circumstance,’ and said her 
“life swung like the feather of a 
shuttlecock between the wills of two 
dominant men. It was these con- 
flicting wills and the influence of 
morphine which made her lle, both in 
Columbus and St. Louis,” he said. 

As to whether the arsenic found in 
Erder’s body was conclusively’ es- 
tablished by the tests is ‘a war be- 
tween experts,” Johnson declared, 
and he asked the jury whether it 
would dare to “crush this poor atom 
of humanity in the mill of the law” 
on such testimony. 

Cried Out Against Morphine. 

“IT want no more morphine,” he 
dramatically declared Mrs. Doxey 
cried to her husband after collecting 
the insurance. “Take this money and 
let me rest. Leave me in peace—I 
am weary of torture.” 

Johnson told an anecdote to show 
how deceptive circumstantial evidence 
may be, and described, amid an intense 
hush, a@ scene at the Southern Hotel 
fire, when a man was rescued from 
death in the flames. His oratgry pic- 
tured the scene vividly to the jury, and 
it listened as if’ spellbound as he 
brought the story to a climax and told 
of the shouts of joy when the man was 
taken safely to the ground. It was 
some such satisfaction as that fireman- 
rescuer must have felt, Johnson said, 
that would fill his breast if he could 
save an innocent woman from the fell 
clutch of circumstance. 

He turned.and pointed accusingly at 
Attorney Miller, whose letters formed 
one of the most damaging bits of evi- 
dence against Mrs. Doxey, and declared 
that he had the utmost contempt for a 
lawyer who could turn thus against a 
client. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Newton, 
closing for the State, at once paid his 
respects to Johnson and his personal 
plea for the jury’s sympathy. 

“Johnson has been a famous lawyer 
for 50 years,’ he said, “but his repu- 
tation is builded upon the skeletons 
of defeated justice.” 

At this thrust, Johnson remained 
imperturbable, chewing a cough drop 
and wiping his glasses. 

“This defendant is a shrewd, calcu- 
lating criminal,’’’ continued Newton. 
‘Her life has been one of shame, du- 
plicity and deception. As Erder’s life 
was ebbing away in the little flat on 
Wyoming street, shé soothed his brow 
with her murdering hand. And not con- 
tent with taking his life and robbing his 
mother of his life insurance, she came 
into court here and tried to murder his 
memory with slanders. 

“She is no prophet, but she predicted 
Erder’s death three weeks before it 
occurred.”

Dr. L. B. Doxey, jointly indicted with

acquittal. 

“But old man Fuller, who is posing 
as such'a pathetic figure, isn’t so 
pathetic nor so innocent as he may 
seem. It is his fault that we are 
here now. If ine hadn’t backed down 
on his promise to give us $500 toward 
a home we would’t have got into this 
trouble.” 

“Do you mean to say that your need 
for money was what led to. this 
charge?” was asked. 

“Well, yes, that was what caused 
Mrs. Doxey to come to St. Louis. But 
there are a great many domestic de- 
tails yet to be explained about that. 
When we were in Des Moines I paid 
down $200 on a house. My father’s es- 
tate was tied up in litigation, and 
old man Fuller promised to give us 
$500 toward the house. We needed 
$1000 by the first of May. en I 
asked him for that money, he just 
laughed and asked if I thought he 
really meant to give it to me. «' 

“He ought to have told, 
was testifying, about my 
cure Mrs. Doxey of the 
habit, too. 

‘Several times I had her on the verge 
of recovery, but each time something 
happened ta to cause a set-back. There 
was the buggy accident, and then all 
those surgical operations. Whenever 
she had an operation she had to go 
back to morphine again. , 

“It isn’t true that her arms were so 
covered with hypodermic punctures that 
there wasn’t room to put the needle in, 
as Fuller said. The place where punc- 
tures had been made was only ‘about 
so big’’—and Doxey indicated on his 
left arm a circle about three inches in 
diameter.

DOVER, "Engiand, June 3.—Capt. 
Charles Stuart Rolls, the English avi- 
ator, has established a notable record 
of flying in a Wright biplane across the 
channel from Dover to Sangatte, near 
Calais, and returning to Dover without 
alighting—a continuous flight of 650 
miles. His splendid achievement 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm here, 
as well as on the French side of the 
channel. 

Capt. Rolls left Dover at 6:30 p. m., 
reached Sangatte at 7:15 p. m., and ar- 
rived back at the starting point, near 
Dover, after circling Dover Castle, at 
8:05 p. m. 

This flight is further remarkable from 
the fact that the aeroplane could be fol- 
lowed with glasses on the outward voy- 
age the whole way across the channel, 
the air being perfectly clear and the 
sun shining brightly on the French 
cliffs. 

Sailed at Height of 1000 Feet. 

After leaving the cliffs east of Dover, 
at a height of 600, feet, Capt. Rolls 
gradually planed up to 1000, traveling at 
a rapid pace. Tugs which had gone out 
half an hour before the start steamed 
across the channel in order to render 
aid in case of mishap. The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent on the deck of a 
tug was able to follow the flight the 
whole way to Sangatte, where Capt. 
Rolls circled around the disused chan- 
nel tunnel works before turning hormme- 
ward. 

The aviator again came in view from 
Dover soon after passing mid-channel, 
but there was some haze on the French 
side when he started back. 

When he_ passed over Dover Light 
Ship, three miles out, he altered his 
course to the westward, circling grace- 
fully around Dover Castle, which stands 
high over Shakspeare Cliff. Wild en- 
thusiasm prevailed among thousands of 
onlookers, who by this time had assem- 
bled on the front of the piers and cliffs. 

After circling the castle, Capt. Rolls 
took a turn into the North Falls 
meadow, where the French aviator, 
Bleriot, descended, flying directly over 
the Bleriot monument. He then set his 
course for the starting point, three miles 
across the eastern cliffs, and made a 
perfect descent. The machine worked 
'| perfectly to the end. 

To the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
Capt. Rolls said: “It was so beauti- 
fully clear that I could see Calais 
from the time I left Dover cliffs, 
so there was no dificulty whatever 
in steering my way across the chan- 
nel; but owing to a strong wind 
which I encountered at a height of 
1000 feet, there was a 380 per cent 
deviation in my course, with the re- 
sult that I made land at Sangatte in- 
stead of Calais. 

“When I reached Sangatte every- 
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thing was working sc well that I de- |. 


termined to attempt the return flight. 
While over Sangatte I dropped three 
weighted envelopes containing the 
following message: 

“‘Greeting to the Aero Club of 
France. Dropped from a Wright 
aeroplane, crossing from England tc

Tests So as to Buy Raw 
Material Cheap. \ 








HAVEMEYER IN PLOT 





Employe Ordered by Presi- 
dent to Swindle Sellers, 
He Testifies. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 3.—In addition to 


swindling the Government, which of- 


fense it has admitted, the Sugar Trust 
was in the habit of cheating the men 
who sold sugar to it. That alleged 
fact was disclosed in the trial tn the 
United States Circuit Court of Charles 
R. Heike, secretary of the trust, and 
two subordinates on the charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government by 
the underweighing’ of imported sugar. 

Another charge was that H. O. 
Havemeyer, president of the trust up to 
his death, gave orders to Gerbracht, 
superintendent of the Williamsburg re- 
finery, to cheat the shippers by lower- 
ing the tests of raw sugar. Lower tests 
would indicate that the grade of sugar 
was lewer than represented by the 
sellers and consequently that it was 
worth less than the invoice price 

Using the vernacular of gambling, 
persons in court who heard the testi- 
mony, said that Sugar Trust had 
“caught them a-coming and a-going.”’ 
Not only did it swindle the Government 
out of mililons of dollars of duties a 
year by fraudulent weight but it de- 
frauded the sellers of the product by 
falsifying the tests. 

Expert Admits Mistakes, 

At one stage of. the proceedings 
Thursday it looked as if the defense had 
scored an tmportant point against the 
Government.

THE ILLINOIS HOUSE CLEANING. 

Enough members of the Illinois Legislature 
have confessed and disclosed to remove all room 
for doubt that the corruption was general. It is 
more than hinted that the furniture contract and 
the election of Lorimer to the Senate were ordi- 
nary incfdents in the history of a boodling clique 
of lawmakers. 

A number of members of the Legislature will 
be prosecuted. Some or all of those suspected 
may be convicted and punished. But it is plain 








enough that as yet only the surface has been 


scratched and a few leads opened. There were 
numerous contributors to the “Jack Pot.” Among 
them were “corporations seeking legislative fa- 
vors.” In those corporations are individuals who 
were. willing to give bribes. Above the men who 
paid over the money that bought votes for Lori- 
mer was the man who supplied it and beyond 
him, possibly, was the man who sought the ulti- 
mate profit. ee 

Will these men higher up be punished? Will 
the leads be followed until the ultimate corrup- 
tionist has been run down? Thousand-dollar men 
who sell their honor are small fry. The buyer is 
the guiltier. In cleaning its own stables Illinois 
may contribute much to the public good.

SECRETARY TO THE PRESIDENT. 

In consulting his Cabinet on the choice of a new 
secretary to the President, Mr. Taft was only 
recognizing the growing importance of that office. 
From a mere private secretary of recent years 
the President’s immediate assistant has come to 
rank with the first officer of the administration. 

Because of the increase in the labors, official, 
social and political, imposed upon the President, 
he has had to surround himself with a large staff 
of secretaries, clerks, stenographers and other 
employes.. The place in which Charles D. Norton 
succeeds Fred W. Carpenter brings him into the 
most confidential relations with Mr. Taft. He is 
in constant: contact with the members of the 
Cabinet and Congress, and all the while he must 
act as a sort of buffer between the President and 
the public, which regards the White House as a 
popular resort. It is not enough that the secre- 
tary to the President shall be an efficient bureau 
chief, capable of keeping the records of the 
executive offices in order, handling an unlimited 
amount of correspondence amd directing all the 
routine work of his force; he acts as the Presi- 
dent’s personal representative and spokesman in 
dealing with the press, in making all manner of 
appointments, and in meeting all classes of 
callers. 

An unfortunate statement about public affairs 
hurts the administration. 

A senator or a local politician who receives 
less attention than he feels that he deserves goes 
away resentful, Every visitor expects preference 
for some reason of his own. The secretary to 
the President, by indiscretion or lack of tact, can 
help to wreck the administration. By no possi- 
bility can he please everybody where everybody 
wants favors. And yet the duties which cause 
him the most trouble are the least part of his 
work, which, properly, is to serve as the right 
hand of the President in his official labors and 
to relieve him of the physical strain of govern- 
mental matters of which the public has little 


knowledge.

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‘‘MAN HIGHER UP’’ IN JAIL. 

E. H. Jennings, Pittsburg bank president and 
multimillionaire, is serving a term of 60 days in 
jail for bribe-giving. His incarceration will fail 
of its purpose if it is merely punitive and not de- 
terrent. 

Jennings is the first victim of the reaction 
against the contention that bribe-giving is a con- 
ventional offense, as a distinguished authority 
maintains. In the progress towards decency and 
in the battle against corruption, the people have 
reached the point of believing that wealth is the 
source of the evils and the bribe-giver the great- 
er criminal. 

The punishment of a single millionaire male- 
factor is important only because he happens to 
be that celebrated character—the “man higher 
up.” The “man higher up” is not immune. He

rule in Egypt and urged Great Britain to use the 
mailed fist on the Egyptians. 
velt as the true friend and wise councillor of Eng- 
land in pointing out her duty to enforce British 
rule with the bayonet and ruthlessly suppress 
discontent and all efforts to realize self-govern- 
ment. It is easy to argue from Egypt to India 
and thus find approval of a merciless program of 
repression in Britain’s provinces from a repre- 
sentative American. 

On the other hand, every Liberal newspaper 
is disappointed, grieved, resentful of the Roose- 
velt utterances. Fresh from a great battle for 
popular rights and interests in England, they feel 
that the progress of civilization everywhere is 
endangered by this blow from an unexpected 
source, from a distinguished American who is 
looked upon as a leader of progressive thought in 
the land of democracy. 

These English newspaper comments ought to be 
enlightening to Mr. Roosevelt. They should give 
him a glimpse of himself and of his place in 
politics and in the world of thought. It must 
occur to him as éxceedingly strange that a man 
who poses, not only as “an American, but a 
radical, a real, not a mock, Democrat,” should be 
praised by the organs of caste and privilege and 
damned by the newspapers which are fighting 
the battles of the common people. Having an- 
gered the Egyptians who are striving for self- 
government and angered the English who are 
standing for human freedom and opportunity 
everywhere, Mr. Roosevelt should take his bear- 
ings; he should try to discover where he is and 
whither he is going; what he represents and 
what is his goal. 

Every organ of the Toryism which tried to 
strangle the American idea of liberty and equality 
and would have hanged the fathers of the repub- 
lic hails Roosevelt as a great man. Every organ 
of liberal and enlightened sentiment condemns 
him as a foe to progress. What a record for an 
American statesman! 

What a contrast between the utterances of 
Roosevelt on the enforcement of British rule 
against the will of a subject people and the im- 
mortal document of Thomas Jefferson, ““We-hold 
these truths to be,self-evident, that all men are 
created equal; * * * that to secure their 
rights governments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the consent of 
the governed.” And Lincoln’s, “No man is good 
enough to govern another man without that 
other’s consent.” ' 

The common people of Great Britain are wag- 
ing a great fight for social progress and the 
rights of man against entrenched privilege and 
oppression. They have won back their land. 
They are hammering at the battlements of caste 
and wrong. -Yet Mr. Roosevelt, posing as a repre- 
sentative democrat and foremost citizen of the 
western republic, is oblivious to the vital cur- 
rents of human aspiration and struggle toward 
freedom, overlooks the mighty movements of 
democracy which are overthrowing the bulwarks 
of oppression the world over, and harps on the 
benefits of imperialism and the duty of the 
strong to rule the weak by force. .Mr. Roose- 
velt ought to inquire whether he comprehends 
the first principle of democracy and realizes in 
any worthy degree the scope of the decalogue; he 
should consider whether he shall be recorded in 
history as a mere political pedagogue, unable to 
grasp any social problem beyond the conven- 
tional code of morals, or to see anything in 
statesmanship except the big stick.

cut of a new Union Market. The present market 
is an eyesore and is bringing in very little rev- 
enue for so valuable a piece of property. I notice 
that a syndicate wishes to build this market 
house and to pay the sum of $50,000 a year. Now 
this is very timely, but it seems to me that the 
city ought to take hold of this grand proposi- 
tion in a business-like manner, and if a private 
corporation is willing to take the matter in 
charge there surely must be a good per cent of 
proft left over after paying the city the above 
sum.
